AN ACT Relating to the use of revenue generated fromtolling the
state route nunber 520 corridor; anendi ng RCW 47.56. 870 and 47. 56. 875;
addi ng a new section to chapter 47.56 RCW and creating a new secti on.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEGQ SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTI ON.  Sec. 1. The | egi sl ature recogni zes that during the
2009 legislative session tolling was authorized on the state route
nunber 520 corridor. As such, it is the intent of the |egislature that
tolling commences in the spring of 2011 on the existing state route
nunber 520 bri dge.

The |l egislature further recognizes that tolling of the state route
nunber 520 corridor is integrally related to the issuance of a fina
project design resulting from the supplenental draft environnental
i npact statenent for the state route nunber 520 bridge replacenent and
HOV program released in January 2010. It is the intent of the
| egislature that the department of transportation work with affected
nei ghbor hoods and | ocal governnents, including the mayor of the city of
Seattle and the Seattle city council, to refine the preferred
alternative design in the supplenental draft environnental i npact
statenment so that the final design of the state route nunber 520 bridge
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repl acenment and HOV programw |, to the extent required by state and
federal |aw, include reasonable assurance that project inpacts will be
mtigated as nuch as practicable to protect against further adverse
i npacts on neighborhood environnental quality. Wthin the cost
constraints identified in section 1, chapter 472, Laws of 2009, and
consistent with an opening date to vehicular traffic of 2014, it is
further the intent of the legislature that any final design of the
state route nunmber 520 bridge replacenment and HOV program acconmmpdat e
ef fective connections for transit, including high capacity transit, to
the light rail station at the University of Washi ngton, consistent with
the requirenents of RCW47.01.408, and ensure the effective, efficient,
and feasible coordination of bus services and light rail services
t hroughout the state route nunmber 520 corridor, consistent with the
requi rements of RCW 47.01.410. The legislature further intends that
any cost savings applicable to the state route nunber 520 bridge
repl acenent and HOV program stay within the program

Sec. 2. RCWA47.56.870 and 2009 ¢ 472 s 2 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) The initial inposition of tolls on the state route nunber 520
corridor is authorized, the state route nunmber 520 corridor 1is
designated an eligible toll facility, and toll revenue generated in the
corridor nust only be expended as al |l owed under RCW47.56. 820.

(2) The state route nunber 520 corridor consists of that portion of
state route nunber 520 between the junctions of Interstate 5 and state
route nunber 202. The toll inposed by this section shall be charged
only for travel on the floating bridge portion of the state route
nunber 520 corri dor.

(3)(a) In setting the toll rates for the corridor pursuant to RCW
47.56.850, the tolling authority shall set a variable schedule of toll
rates to maintain travel tinme, speed, and reliability on the corridor
and generate the necessary revenue as required under (b) of this
subsecti on.

(b) The tolling authority shall initially set the vari abl e schedul e
of toll rates, which the tolling authority may adjust at |east annually
to reflect inflation as neasured by the consuner price index or as
necessary to neet the redenption of bonds and interest paynents on the
bonds, to generate revenue sufficient to provide for:
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(1) The issuance of general obligation bonds first payable from
toll revenue and then excise taxes on notor vehicle and special fuels
pl edged for the paynent of those bonds in the anmount necessary to fund
t he ((+eplacenen at-e oHt-e—RuHhpe G oat +ng bri y
andings)) state route nunber 520 bridge replacenent and HOV program
subj ect to subsection (4) of this section; and

(i1) Costs associated with the project designated in subsection (4)
of this section that are eligible under RCWA47. 56. 820.

(4) (@) The proceeds of the bonds designated in subsection (3)(b)(i)
of this section((;—which—together—w-th—other —appropriated—and
rdept++ed —state —and —federal —funds —+s—sut-+etent—to—pay—for—the
state—route—nurber—520,)) nust be used only to fund the ((eenstruetion

landings)) state route nunber 520 bridge replacenent and HOV program
however, two hundred mllion dollars of bond proceeds, in excess of the
proceeds necessary to conplete the floating bridge segnment and
necessary |l andings, nust be used only to fund the state route nunber
520, Interstate 5 to Medina bridge replacenent and HOV project segnent
of the program as identified in_applicable environnmental inpact
st at ement s.

(b) The programnust include the following elenents within the cost
constraints identified in_ section 1, chapter 472, Laws_ of 2009,
consistent with the legislature's intent that cost savings applicable
to the programstay within the program

(i) A project design, consistent wwith RCOWNA47.01.408, that includes
high occupancy vehicle lanes wth a_ mninum_ carpool occupancy
requi renent of three-plus persons on state route nunber 520;

(ii)_ H gh_ occupancy vehicle lane_ performance_ standards_for _the
state route_ nunber 520 corridor_ established by the departnent. The
departnent shall report to the transportation conmttees of the
| egi sl ature when average transit speeds in the two |anes that are for
hi gh occupancy vehicle travel fall below forty-five mles per hour at
| east ninety percent of the tine during peak hours;

(iii) A work group convened by the departnment to_include_ sound
transit, King county netro, the Seattle departnent of transportation,
and the University of WAshington to study and make recommendati ons of
alternative connections for _transit, including high capacity transit,
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to the light rail station at the University of Wshington. The
recommendations nust be alternatives to the transit connections
identified in the supplenental draft environnmental inpact statenent for
the state route nunber 520 bridge replacenent and HOV program rel eased
in January 2010, and nust neet the requirenents under RCWA47.01. 408,

i ncluding accommodating effective connections for transit. For the
pur poses of this subsection, "effective connections for transit" neans
a_connection_ that connects transit stops, including high capacity

transit stops, that serve the state route nunber 520/ Montl ake
interchange vicinity to the light rail station at the University of
Washi ngton, with_a connection distance of |ess than _one thousand two
hundred feet between the stops and the light rail station. The
departnent shall subnmit the recommendations by July 5, 2010, to the
governor and the transportation commttees of the |eqislature;

(iv) A work group_ convened by the departnent to_include_sound
transit and King county netro to study and make recommendations
regardi ng options for financing high capacity transit through the state
route number 520 corridor. The departnent shall submt the
recomendations by January 1, 2011, to_the_ governor and_ the
transportation conmttees of the |leqgislature;

(v) A plan to address nitigation as a result of the state route
nunber 520 bridge replacenent and HOV program at the WAshington park
arboretum As part of its process, the departnent shall consult with
the governing board of the WAshington park arboretum the Seattle city
council and mayor, and the University of Washington to identify all
mtigation required by state and federal law resulting fromthe state
route nunber 520 bridge replacenent and HOV progranis inpact on the
arboretum and to develop a project mtigation plan to address these
i npacts. The departnent shall submt the mtigation plan by Decenber
31, 2010, to the_governor and the transportation commttees of the
legislature. Wtland mtigation required by state and federal |law as
a_result of the state route nunber 520 bridge replacenent and_ HOV
progranis inpacts on_ the arboretum nust, to the greatest extent
practicable, include on-site wetland mtigation at the Washi ngton park
arboretum and nust enhance the Washington park arboretum Thi s
subsection (4)(b)(v) does not preclude any other mtigation planned for
the WAshi ngton park arboretumas a result of the state route nunber 520
bri dge repl acenent and HOV progran
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(vi) A work group convened by the departnent to include the nmayor
of the_ city of Seattle, the_ Seattle_ city council, the_ Seattle
departnent of transportation, and other persons_or_organizations_as
designated by the Seattle city council and nayor to study and_ neke
recommendations regarding design_ refinements to the preferred
alternative selected by the departnent in_the_ supplenental draft
environnental inpact statenent process for the state route nunber 520
bridge replacenent and_ HOV _program To__acconmpdate a_tinely
progression of the state route nunber 520 bridge replacenent and HOV
program the design refinenments recomended by the work group nust be
consistent with the current environnental docunents prepared by the

departnent for the supplenental draft environnental inpact statenent.
The departnent shall submt the recommendations to the legislature and
governor by July 5, 2010, and the recomendati ons nust informthe final
environnental inpact statenent prepared by the departnent; and

(vii) An_account, created in_section 4 of this act, into which
civil penalties generated from the nonpaynent of tolls on the state
route nunber 520 corridor are deposited to be used to fund any project
within the program including_mtigation. However, this_ subsection
(4)(b)(vii) is contingent on the enactnment by June 30, 2010, of either

chapter . . . (Engrossed Substitute Senate Bill No. 6499), Laws of 2010
or chapter . . . (Substitute House Bill No. 2897), Laws of 2010, but if
the enacted bill does not designate the departnent as the toll penalty

adj udi cati ng agency, this subsection (4)(b)(vii) is null and void.

(5 The departnment may carry out the ((eenstruetion—and))
i nprovenents designated in subsection (4) of this section and
adm nister the tolling programon the state route nunber 520 corri dor.

Sec. 3. RCWA47.56.875 and 2009 c¢c 472 s 4 are each anended to read
as follows:

A special account to be known as the state route nunber 520
corridor account is created in the state treasury.

(1) Deposits to the account nust include:

(a) Al proceeds of bonds issued for ((eoenstruetion—oef—the
replacenent —state —route —npupber — 520 —Hoating —bri-dge —and —necessary
Fandings)) the state route_ nunber 520 bridge_ replacenent and_HOV
program including any capitalized interest;
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(b) Except as_ provided in RCW 47.56.870(4)(b)(vii), all of the
tolls and ot her revenues received fromthe operation of the state route
nunber 520 corridor as a toll facility, to be deposited at |east
nmont hl y;

(c) Any interest that may be earned fromthe deposit or investnent
of those revenues;

(d) Notwi thstanding RCW 47.12. 063, proceeds from the sale of any

surplus real property acquired for the ((purpese—eoef—buitlding—the
replacenent —state —route —npupber — 520 —Hoating —bri-dge —and —necessary
andings)) state route nunber 520 bridge replacenent and HOV progranm
and

(e) Al damages, |iquidated or otherw se, collected under any
contract involving the ((eenstruetionof—thereplacerentstate—route
nrurber— 520l oatingbridge—and necessarytandings)) state route nunber
520 bridge replacenent and HOV program

(2) Subject to the covenants made by the state in the bond
proceedi ngs authorizing the issuance and sale of bonds for the
( { replacenent—state—route—punber—520—Heating—bridge—and —necessary
andings)) state route nunber 520 bridge replacenent and HOV program
toll charges, other revenues, and interest received fromthe operation
of the state route nunber 520 corridor as a toll facility may be used
t o:

(a) Pay any required costs all owed under RCW47.56.820; and

(b) Repay anmopunts to the notor vehicle fund as required.

(3) Wen repaying the notor vehicle fund, the state treasurer shal
transfer funds fromthe state route nunber 520 corridor account to the
not or vehicle fund on or before each debt service date for bonds issued

for the ((replacenent state route nunber 520 floating bridge project
and—necessarytandings)) state route nunber 520 bridge replacenent and

HOV programin an anmount sufficient to repay the notor vehicle fund for
anounts transferred fromthat fund to the highway bond retirenent fund
to provide for any bond principal and interest due on that date. The
state treasurer may establish subaccounts for the purpose of
segregating toll charges, bond sal e proceeds, and ot her revenues.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 4. A new section is added to chapter 47.56 RCW
to read as foll ows:
(1) A special account to be known as the state route nunmber 520
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civil penalties account is created in the state treasury. All state
route nunber 520 bridge replacenent and HOV program civil penalties
generated from the nonpaynment of tolls on the state route nunber 520
corridor nust be deposited into the account, as provided under RCW
47.56.870(4)(b)(vii). Mneys in the account may be spent only after
appropriation. Expenditures fromthe account nmay be used to fund any
project within the state route nunmber 520 bridge replacenent and HOV
program including mtigation.

(2) This section is contingent on the enactnent by June 30, 2010,

of either chapter . . . (Engrossed Substitute Senate Bill No. 6499),
Laws of 2010 or chapter . . . (Substitute House Bill No. 2897), Laws of
2010, but if the enacted bill does not designate the departnent as the

toll penalty adjudicating agency, this sectionis null and void.
